In equipmant General 
Feng’s troops may fall short of 
Marshal Chang’s, for want of 
money, although one gathers 
that they have aeroplanes : and 
we hear nothing of foreign 
instructors. But in physical 
fitness, in drill and in devotion 
to their officers . (who appear 
fully. worthy of it) they | ard 
clearly inferior to mone. ‘And 
further they aro possessed of 
that religious fervour — which 
would seem invariably to pro- 
duco the most terrible soldiers. 
Lot such men be inspired with 
the belief that their country 
needs them and it, will go hard 
with any troops whom they 
encounter. 

General Feng Yu-hsiang is on 
tho some side of the political 
hedge or at any rate vis-d-vis of 
Manchuria, as Marsiial Wu Pei- 
fu. Tha latter's troops have 
long enjoyed tho reputation of 
being the best trained and best 
led in China. Tt is recognized 
now that the victory over Chang 
‘Tso-lin's army in 1992, which 
gave thom the best of th 
Prestige, was not quite a 
test. But if they aro ax good 
as the other two forees merition- 
ed above, they must be fairly 
formidable. It needs no great 
pereeption to seo that Marshal 
Wu Pei-fu is doing all that he 
jean to consolidate his power in 
Honan. His reach extends 
from the Navy at Tsingtao, for 
which he is endeavouring’ to 
make tho  ‘Tsingtao-Tsinantu 
railway pay, to the rich province 
‘of Szechuan, over which his 
lieutenant General Yang Sen 
appears at last to have gained 
control. Ho makes friends 
with the salt merchants of 
Shantung ; he transfers the civil 
power from Kaifeng to Loyang ; 
southwards, he is firmjy sup- 
ported by ‘Tuchun Hsiao Yaos. 
nan in Hupeh. What can all 
this mean but strenuous pre- 
paration for the possibility of 
another struggle with Chang 
‘Tesolin? 

This article is not risking 
prophecy; it secky only to 
underline certain signs of ‘the 
times whith ought not to be 
overlooked. Here is one more 
of a different stamp. Last 
Saturday a Chineso lady opened 
jin Shanghai a school for’ Chin- 
éso girl law students, of whom 
slio has over ‘a hundred, either 
in the school or taking in- 
struction by correspondence.

Tt is idle to con- 
sider the details of this Law at 
the present time or indeed until 
the fundamental objections have 
been removed and the proper 
Pocolure: bas been fllowe 
draft, Law duly| 
published and subjected “to 
criticism and then subject’ to 
amendments approved by for- 
ign countries. Every Bill in 
England affecting even the 
smallest rights is printed and 
the public have an opportunity 
of considering how it affects 
their interests and, if it does so 
adversely, of instituting an 
‘agitation’ in the Press, of 
exercising pressure on members 
of Parliament, of sending de- 
putations to the Government ot 
Department in custody of the 
Bill and of preparing if necess- 
ary monster petitions.

‘That ix 
the fact that the Act provides 
for no foreign representation oa 
for supervision of the Bureau of

tribunals to which appeals oan 
be made from the Bureau’s 
decisions. If the Law were 
accepted in its present state, wo 
should be putting our trade- 
marks, the value of which itis ° 
impossible to estimate, ‘but 
which must amount to several 
‘millions sterling, at the com- 
plete merey of Chinese officisls: 
‘The constitution of the Bureat 
is not, mentioned in’ the law, 
but its personnel is purely and 
exclusively Chinese. This is a 
direct. breach of the Mackay 
‘Treaty, which by providing that 
the office where foreign trade- 
‘marks may be registered should 
be under the control of tho 
‘Maritime Customs, protects the 
treaty rights of foreigners in 
China, “Apart, however, from. 
this direct breach of the Mackay 
Treaty, it must be plain that it 
also constitutes a direct breach! 
‘of our general extraterritorial, 
rights. Tf the Law as it now 
stands is accepted, questions a 
to whether a mark for whidtt

Japanese Labour's Claims to 
Representation: Unions 
Now Recognized 

Tokio, Feb. 10. 


Japanese Labour may at last be 
represented at the International 

x Conference this year by 
one of its own specially elected 
delegates, if the plan set forth by 





or two is put into effect. 

Hitherto in tho selection ot the 
Labour. delegates from this coun- 
try the Government has played 
‘a prominent part, so much so that 
time after tho Japanese 
abour organizations have lodged 
complaints that they were not 
Properly represented, have boyott 
ed the Conference itself, and have 
‘even attempted to interfere with 
the departure of the delegates 
chosen to go and speak on their 
behalf. 

‘One of the obstacles so tfar to 
tho adequate representation of 
Japanese labour at such confer. 
entes has been the absence of 
any recognition of labour unions 
here and of any right to vote. 

Theso onions, having complied 
with certain "preliminary con- 
ditions dealing with thé informa- 
tion about themselves that must 
be submitted to the authoriti 
before the polling day, March 25, 
‘aro empowered to recommend one 
delegate and two advisors to that 
delegate as representatives at the 
International Conference. 

SHLBCTION OP CANDIDATES.

With the death of Pierino 
Agati, at Omdurman, one of the 
Jast two surviving Europeans who 
wore with ‘Chinese” Gordon when 
he was overwhtlmed by the Mabdi 
at Khartoum has disappeared. 
‘There is reason to believe that 
Father Bonomi, who was cap- 
tured on the same occasion, 15 
still alive and ruling a mi 
ary station in Abyssinia, 

‘Ninety-one years ago Aga’ 
born at Pisa of a family of 
builders, When 20 years of age 
he left Italy and emigrated to 
Alexandria, where he joined an 
elder brother in busintks as a 
builder, In_ 1870 he established 
himself at Khartoum, and when 
Gordon was appointed Govern: 
General of the Soudan Agati vas 
entrusted with the construction of 
many of the principal ildings | 
at Khartoum. Ho had just deetd- 
ed to return home when the 
Mahdist revolt broke cut, and his 
retveat was cut off. When Khar- 
toum fell, and Gordon was kill- 
ed, Agati’s life was spared by 
tha Mahdi, who knew his capa- 
bilities, and proposed to make 
use of them. He was compelled 
after terrible tortures to become | 
% Mchammedan, and was then 
entrusted. with the construction 
of all the defences of Omdurman. 
He was also responsible for the 
construction of the Palaee of the 
Khalifa, the Tomb of the Mahdi, 
‘and the principal mosques and 
residences of the "Arab chi 

In 1998, when Lord Kitchener 

crushed the Mahdists and~ cap- 
tured Khartoum, Agati foll into} 
the hands of the English. He was 
sent to Cnito cn his way home, 
hut the sight of modern civiliza- 
tion, ‘after many. years ‘in. the 
Soudan, so frightened him that] 
he begged to be allowed ¢o return 
to Omduyman for the remainder 
of his life. 
AS result of his carly wandar- 
inys in Central Africa, Agati was 
able to give valuable aid to many 
explorers, including Burton, 
Sreke, Relfe, Piaggio, Gessi, and 
Mutteneot.
